PUBLIC LIBRARIES (IRELAND) BILL. 


Clause 1. 


Amendment proposed, in page Inline 14, at the end, to add the words : — 

(2) If any expenses are incurred for the purposes aforesaid during the local 
financial year ending on the thirty-first day of March, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
one (whether before or after the passing of this Act), in excess of the amount that 
might be raised by a rate within the limit in force before the passing of this Act, 
the excess may, with the consent of the Local Government Board, be defrayed out 
of any rate or fund approved by the Board to an extent not exceeding the amount 
which might have been raised for the purposes aforesaid by a rate within the limit 
authorised by this Act” — (Mr. Attorney-General). 

Question, “ That the proposed words be there added,”— put, and agreed to. 

Clause, as amended, agreed to. 

Clause 2, agreed to.
